SALT   LAKE   CITY  AND   THE TMORMONS" .

I  was   very  much  impressed  with  what   I   found  when  I   arri- 
ved   in  Salt   Lake  City.    It   is   beautifully  situated   between   the  west 
side   of    the  Wasatch  Range  and   the    5reat   Salt  Lake,    and   is   laid   out 
in   ten-acre  blocks  with  streets    running  due  north  and  south,    east 
and  west,    each  street   being  over  100   feet  wide   and   having  wide  side- 
walks.   The   city   took   the  honour  of   having   the  best    lighted   streets 
in   the  United  States   during  1925,    since  which   time   Cape   Town  has 
adapted    the  same  kind    oi    lamps   and   system.      Where    the  wide'  streets 
are  not   required   for   general    traffic,    a  beautifully  kept   lawn  is 
laid   down   the  centre,    making   the  street   appear  like  a  well  kept 
park. 

Many  of   its   buildings   are  from  10    to   14   storeys   high, 
with  all    the  latest   public   facilities,    so    that    it   appears    to   be 
just   what    it    really  is    -    the  most   modern  and  up-to-date   city  in 
the  world.      Although  statistics   declare   that  more    than   three   out 
of    overy  five   families   own  some  kind   of   automobile,    the   city  does 
not    have    the    customary   traffic  difficulties    to   deal  with. 

The  "Mormon"    people   represent   about   61$  of    the   popula- 
tion of    the  State   of  Utah,    but  under   50%  of   the   population  of  Salt 
Lake   City.      Every  dominant   Christian  organisation  is  well   repre~ 
sented,    and   no   religious    intolerance   is   manifested   in  business    or 
politics.      The   present    governor  of   the  State   is    a  Roman   Catholic, 
the    previous    one  a   "Mormon",    and    the   one   prior  a  Jew. 

Mr.    Reed   Smoot,    the  Chairman  of  Finance   in   the  United 
States   Federal   Government,    is   one   of  the  Twelve  Apostles   of    the 
Church  of  Jesus    Christ   of  Latter  Day  Saints,    and    is   acknowledged 
as    one   of   the  foremost   financiers   of   the  world. 

The    "Mormon"   Church  a.i'Jays    takes    a  very  prominent    part 
in    educational  matters,    and  Utah  stands    thi:?d   in   the  United   States 
by   educational    test. 

Every  city,    town,    or   community  is   divided  up  into    Wards 
and   Stakes,      a  Ward    in  a   city  like  Salt  Lake  would    comprise    about 
eight   10-acre  blocks,    and    each  is   presided   over  by  a  Bishop  with 
two   counsellors,    who   are   ordained   High  Priests,    and   a  Clerk.   Under 
their  direction  all   members    co-operate   for   the  mutual    good,   work- 
ing in  many  and  varied   organizations,    thus    giving  all   an  opportu- 
nity for  service    to    each  other.      For  instance:    All  married  women 
belong   to    the  Relief  Society  which  is   affiliated  with   the  leading 
charitable   organisations   of   tho  world.      This   society  gives   assist- 
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ance  in  every  conceivable  way  among  members  of  the  Church,  and 
does  not  pass  by  non-members  when  in  need.   Wherever  the  Church 
Missions  are  established,  the  Relief  Society  is  organised  for  the 
benefit  of  the  needy. 

The  Deseret  Sunday  School  Union  of  the  "Mormon"  people 
has  a  membership  of  over  300,000.   The  Young  Mens'  and  Young  lad- 
ies' Mutual  Improvement  Associations  have  a  membership  of  over 
75,000  each.   These  organic at ions  deal  with  every  phase. of  life 
as  it  pertains  to  young  m6n  and  women,  training  in  ethics  of  reli- 
gion, economics,  dramatic  arts,  literature,  eugenics  and  domesti- 
cation; also  Boy  Scout  work. 

The  Primary  organisation  takes  the  little  tots  before 
they  attend  school,  and  teach  them  such  things  as  play  and  honour. 
The  Religion  Class  organisation  follows  up  and  takes  all  school 
children  one  afternoon  each  week,  giving  them  such  religious  train- 
ing and  teachings  as  the  Church  believes  best  for  those  of  their 
age  and  comprehension. 

The  Genealogical  Society  is  an  organisation  which  goes 
to  any  and  6very  home  required  and  teaches  proper  methods  of  coll- 
ecting genealogical  records,  preparatory  for  the  work  done  in  the 
Temples  for  the  salvation  for  the  dead. 

Practically  all  male  members  of  the  Church  are  called  to 
bear  the  Holy  Priesthood.   The  little  boys,  at  th6  age  of  twelve, 
are  ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Leacon  in  the  Aaronic  priesthood. 
Their  duties  are  to  take  care  of  the  meeting  houses,  and  assist 
the  poor  and  aged  in  little  "chores"  around  th6  house  such  as  chop- 
ping wood,  making  paths  through  the  snow,  cleaning  windows,  etc., 
also  assisting  with  the  Sacrament  by  handing  round  the  bread  and 
water,  and  collecting  donations  for  the  poor  and  distributing  help 
to  the  needy.   Twelve  of  them  form  a  quorum,  from  which  they  choose 
a  President,  who,  in  turn, chooses  two  counsellors  and  a  secretary 
to  assist  him. 

They  are  ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Teacher  at  the  age 
of  fourteen.   The  Teachers  go  from  home  to  home  together  with  older 
men  bearing  the  Priesthood,  teaching  Gospel  doctrines,  etc.   Twenty 
four  of  these  boys  form  a  quorum,  with  a  President  and  two  counsell- 
ors who  preside. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen,  the  young  men  are  ordained  to  the 
office  of  a  Priest  in  the  Aaronic  Priesthood,  provided  they  are  liv- 
ing worthily  and  refrain  from  the  use  of  strong  drinks  and  tobacco. 
They  are  given  the  opportunity  of  teaching  the'  younger  boys  and 
girls  in  the  various  auxiliary  organisations  of  the  Church,  besides 
that  of  Ward  teaching.   Thoy  are  given  the  opportunity  of  visiting 
other  Wards  and  addressing  the  congregation,  administering  the  Sac- 
rament or  performing  the  ordinance  of  baptism.   Forty  eight  of  these 
young  men  form  a  quorum,  selecting  one  of  their  members  as  Secretary 
but  are  presided  over  by  the  Bishopric. 

Young  men,  even  though  not  over  nineteen  years  of  age  are 
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frequently  called  to  perform  missionary  work  to  the  nations  of 
the  earth,  at  which  time  they  are  ordained  Elders,  ninety  six  of 
whom  form  a  quorum.   They  choose  one  of  their  number  for  President 
and  he  thon  chooses  his  two  counsellors.   Prom  this  quorum,  men 
are  chosen  to  be  Seventies  or  Hi^h  PriGsts.   The  Seventies  are 
minute  men,  willing  to  30  to  any  part  of  the  world  and  preach  the 
Gospel.   The  High  Priests  are  the  older  men  who  are  called  to  bo 
Apostles,  Stake  Presidents  and  Bishops,  and  Mission  Presidents  and 
Patriarchs  to  the  Church.   Thus  each  organisation  works  in  perfect 
harmony  and  each  one  supports  and  develops  the  other. 

It  is  often  said  that  the  "Mormon"  Church  is  the  most 
perfect  organisation  in  the  world,  and  it  ought  to  be.   Its  organ- 
isation, Priesthood,  and  teachings  are  those  revealed  from  Heaven 
for  the  salvation  of  the  world,  and  I  can  say  with  truth  that  dur- 
ing thQ  lOig-  years  that  I  have  lived  amongst  them  I  have  seen  the 
wonderful  fruits  of  their  organisations  and  teachings,  which  are 
developing  a  people  with  whom  great  love  and  harmony  prevails. 

The  Priesthood  in  the  various  and  many  Wards  of  the  city 
carries  on  a  continuous  missionary  system  of  teaching  among  the 
members.   They  pair  off  and  exchange  an  evening  visit  to  every 
home  once  a  month,  when  the  family,  as  a  whole,  gather  round  and 
discuss  some  Gospel  subject.   This  Ward  teaching  gives  nearly 
Gvery  father  and  son  not  only  the  privilege  of  being  taught,  but 
to  teach. 

The  Relief  Society  follows  a  similar  manner  of  teaching 
in  every  home  once  a  month  with  the  mothers  during  the  afternoon, 
taking  up  such  subjects  as  are  the  most  beneficial  to  home  life, 
at  the  same  time  making  themselves  acquainted  with  any  sickness 
or  needs  among  the  people. 

This  missionary  system  is  carried  on  throughout  the 
world  amon^  all  civilized  peoples. 

Th6  young  Elders  go  wherever  they  are  requested,  paying 
their  own  expenses  and  for  the  tracts  and  books  they  distribute. 
They  tract  nearly  every  home  in  a  city  three  times,  at  least,  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  9:30  and  noon;  the  afternoons  and  evenings  are 
devoted  to  personal  pre-arranged  visits  with  the  parents  of  the 
home,  when  the  same  system  of  toaching  is  carried  on  as  in  Utah, 
and  answering  questions.   This  method  does  not  bring  into  the 
Church  large  numbers  in  a  few  days,  because  the  system  is  all 
teaching  how  to  study  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  the  latter 
day  revelations  given  of  God  to  the  Church;  but  those  who  do  join 
arc  woll  posted  in  general ,  and  become  sincere  Godly  people  in  the 
communi  ty. 

As  a  people,  the  "Mormons"  do  not  take  strong  drink,  tea 
or  coffee,  nor  do  they  use  tobacco.   They  teach  that  sexual  impur- 
ity is  on  a  par  with  murder  in  the  sight  of  5od .   They  pay  a  tithe 
unto  the  Lord  for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel,  for  the  living 
and  the  dead,  through  Temple  ordinances. 
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There  are  no  paid  missionaries  -  their  time  and  talents 
are  given  for  the  glory  of  God  for  such  time  as  is  required  of 
them,  and  then  they  return  to  their  usual  vocations  of  life. 

I  have  never  heard  of  any  other  religious  organisation 
with  suoh  activity;  I  have  never  seen  such  love  and  unity  as  ex- 
ists in  the  homes  of  the  people  (as  a  whole)  as  do  amongst  the 
Latter  Lay  Saints  or  "Mormon"  people. 

For  lOig-  years  I  have  been  closely  and  energetically  en- 
gaged in  every  phase  of  the  work  as  mentioned  in  this  article,  and 
any  person  who  has  visited  Salt  Lake  City  and  knows  the  conditions, 
knows  that  these  things  are  as  I  report.   They  are  a  Godly  and  vir- 
tuous people,  "both  old  and  young.   I  do  not  say  nor  mean  to  infer 
there  are  no  exception";  they  do  not  grow  wings,  neither  do  they 
grow  horns  as  many  of  our  enemies  have  supposed. 

Last  April  they  had  3,000  missionaries  out  in  the  world 
teaching  the  people  the  way  lod   has  taught  them  to  live,  with  div- 
ine authority  to  teach  and  baptise  the  sincere  and  repentant  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  this  they  do  without  being  paid. 

The  fruits  of  their  labours  have  brought  joy  to  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  people,  both  temporally  and  spiritually. 

As  a  people,  they  are  aggressive  missionaries,  because 
they  are  convinced  that  3od  has  established  His  Kingdom  for  the 
last  time, which  is  to  be  the  salvation  of  the  world,  with  divine 
authority  to  act  and  officiate  in  all  its  holy  ordinances. 

They  do  not  ridicule  other  people's  faith,  although  they 
point  out  many  errors  which  have  crept  into  the  Gospel  plan  contra- 
ry to  that  taught  by  the  Saviour. 

They  belie\e  all  truth  wherever  they  may  find  it. 

They  believe  all  religious  organisations  have  much  truth, 
and  that  there  are  many  noble  men  who  believe  and  teach  it  within 
their  organisations. 

They  pray  3od  to  bless  them,  even  though  they  (the  "Mor- 
mons") may  be  persecuted  by  them.

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A  GIFT 
He  who  said  a  man  must  be  born  again  -  born  of  water  - 
also  said  that  a  man  must  be  born  of  the  spirit.   Stressing  this 
important  fact,  that  water  baptism,  preceded  by  implicit  faith  in 
3cd   and.  true  repentance,  when  properly  administered  by  a  duly 
authorized  servant  of  God,  one  who  has  the  right  to  officiate  in 
the  name  of  Deity,  has  really  more  significance  than  merely  grant- 
ing a  remission  of  past  sins. 

It  is  to  prepare  the  body,  to  cleanse  the  earthly  taber- 
nacle that  it  may  become  a  fit  temple  to  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost ,or,  in  other  words,  be  born  of  the  spirit.   Although, 
as  before  stated,  through  water  baptism  a  remission  of  past  sins 
may  be  obtained,  yet  the  one  so  pardoned  will  doubtless  feel  the 
force  of  sinful  habits  bearing  heavily  upon  him.   Thus  there  is 
an  absolute  necessity  for  some  additional  sanctifying  grace  that 
will  strengthen  poor  human  nature,  not  only  to  enable  it  to  resist 
temptation,  but  to  also  blind  the  tendency  or  inclination  to  evil. 
Hence  to  all  who  have  entered  the  "straight  and  narrow  way"  is 
given  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.   But  let  it  be  remembered,  the 
Holy  Ihost  will  not  dwell  in  unclean  tabernacles.   Presumably, 
this  is  what  the  apostle  Paul  had  in  mind  in  his  first  epistle  to 
the  Corinthian  Saints,  (they  had  been  baptized  and  had  received 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ihost)  admonishing  them  to  keep  their  bodies 
clean  and  free  from  the  sins  and  vices  of  the  world.   Note  his 
words:  What?  Know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  which  is  in  you,  which  ye  have  of  3od?  (1  Cor.  6:19).   And 
again:  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  Gfod,  and  that  the 
spirit  of  God  dwell eth  in  you?  If  any  man  defile  the  temple  of 
God,  him  shall  God  destroy.  (1  Cor.  3:16-17). 

Does  this  mean  that  God  will  destroy  the  body  by  some 
supernatural  way?  Ho,  for  that  would  rob  man  of  his  free  agency. 
It  means  that  through  wilful  disobedience  to  the  laws  and  comm-- 
andments  of  God,  man  will  corrupt  his  tabernacle,  defile  his  own 
body,  causing  the  spirit  of  God  to  withdraw  and  he  will  be  left  a 
subject  of  that  deceitful  demon  who  always  delights  in  carrying 
men  away  into  paths  of  unrighteousness  and  degradation. 

In  this,  the  dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  times,  3od 
has  restored  the  everlasting  Gospel  with  all  its  gifts  and  bless- 
ings.  He  has  given  by  revelation  through  His  chosen  servant  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  Section  89)  that  will  help 
all  mankind  to  keep  their  bodies  in  proper  condition  that  they 
may  be  fit  dwelling  places  for  the  spirit  of  'God.

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The  Lord  Cod  formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  and 
breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life;  and  man  became  a 
living  soul.  (Genesis  £-.7). 

That  wonderful  statement  makes  obvious  the  glorious 
truth  that  man  could  only  develop  into  a  perfect  soul  by  taking  a 
body.   The  context  makes  plain  that  we  are  fashioned  in  the  image 
of  Cod;  that  we  are  the  offspring  of  the  Maker.   From  this  W6  get 
an  insight  to  our  capabilities,  and  we  are  inspired  with  the  poss- 
ibilities of  development. 

All  intelligent  beings  in  the  image  of  3od  possess  every 
organ,  attribute,  sense,  and  affection  that  is  possessed  by  Cod 
Hiirself ;  but  they  are  possessed  by  man  in  their  rudimental  state, 
and  are  to  be  gradually  developed.   Th6y  resemble  a  bud,  a  germ, 
which  gradually  develops  into  bloom,  and  then,  by  progress,  pro- 
duces the  mature  fruit  after  its  own  kind. 

But  "Whom  shall  He  t6ach  knowledge?  and  whom  shall  He 
make  to  understand  doctrine?  Them  that  are  weaned  from  the  milk, 
and  drawn  from  the  breasts.   For  precept  must  be  upon  precept; 
line  upon  line;  here  a  little,  and  there  a  lit  tie . "(lea.  88:9-10). 

"Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  converted,  that  your  sins 
may  be  blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall  come  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord."    (Acts  3:19). 

As  aforementioned,  man's  relationship  to  Cod  is  real 
and  valid,  and  on  this  fact  one  may  take  a  bearing  that  will  help 
to  determine  the  meaning  of  life  and  of  the  struggle  to  preserve 
life.   Truly  the  worth  of  souls  is  great  in  His  sight.   There 
were  ninety  and  nine  that  lay  safely  in  the  shelter  of  the  fold, 
but  it  was  for  the  one,  even  the  weakest  of  thGm  all  for  which 
the  shepherd  was  most  anxious.   Consequently  the  restoration  of 
the  Jospel  in  this  dispensation  With  the  powers  to  perfect  and 
preserve  the  soul.   But  we  must  avail  ourselves  of  that  great 
powar  through  yielding  obedience  to  the  commandments  of  Cod.   We 
must  live  worthy  of  abundantly  enjoying  the  spirit  of  the  Lord, 
and  the  companionship  of  the  Holy  5host,  and  thus  throw  up  a  bul- 
wark of  moral  stability  that  will  enable  us  to  weather  the  storms 
of  evil  character  that  play  upon  life,  and  stand  firm  in  the  faoe 
of  over-vhelming  opposition,  thereby  proving  ourselves. 

Dire  as  may  seem  the  conditions  of  mortality,  they  are 
essential  to  the  eternal  happiness  of  man.  We  will  be  tried  and 
tested,  for  thus  the  Lord  has  decreed  it.   Therefore,  wo  must  be 
chastened,  even  as  Abraham  who  was  commanded  to  offer  up  his  only 
son.   "For  all  those  who  will  not  endure  chastening,  but  deny  me, 
cannot  be  sanctified."   (Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Sec.  101:4-5). 

Therefore  "Take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  Cod,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having  done  all, 
to  stand."   (Ephesians  6:13). 

Let  us  remember  that  only  through  faithfulness  and  good 
deeds  wrought  can  we  be  numbered  with  His  jewels  when  He  comes  to 
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make  them  up.   Let  us  encounter  the  tasks  of  life  with  the  cour- 
age of  faith,  for  eventhough  our  portion  may  b6  full  of  privation 
and  sorrow,   if  we  do  not  shun  the  task,  it  will  result  ultimate- 
ly in  a  fuller  life  hereafter.   Thus  then,  happily,  and  not  un- 
happily, is  given  this  privilege  of  mortality.

There  is  a  time  for  all  things,  a  time  for  work,  a  time 
for  play,  and  a  time  for  rest.   We  must  not  let  thran  become  inter- 
mixed, but  must  do  one  thing  at  a  time.   We  cannot  accomplish  two 
things  at  once,  so  now  that  it  is  work  time  let  us  push  forward 
with  all  our  might  along  this  one  line.   Where  there  is  unity 
there  is  strength,  so  let  us  unitedly  work  and  pray  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  great  cause  we  represent  in  this  part  of  the  world.
